The above-captioned cases are before the Commission on the
applications of Freedom Il Linousine Services Limted Liability
Conmpany to obtain an existing certificate of authority and expand the
scope of authority thereunder.

The Commission conditionally approved the transfer of
Certificate of Authority No. 2183 from Freedom || Linousine Service,
Inc., to applicant, Freedom Il Linmousine Services Limted Liability
Company, on January 10, 2017, in Oder No. 16,792, in Case No. AP-
2016-204. Both entities are controlled by M. Ronald Payton, the CEO
of applicant and the president of current Carrier No. 2183.

Certificate No. 2183 restricts the operations of t he
certificate holder to transportation in vehicles with a manufacturer’s

designed seating capacity of 15 or fewer persons, including the
driver. Applicant proposes comrencing operations with a vehicle that
seats nore than 15 persons, including the driver. Indeed, it is the

only vehicle applicant proposes operating, hence, the application in
Case No. AP-2017-120 to renpbve the seating capacity restriction in
Certificate No. 2183.

Under Article XI, Section 10(b), of the Conpact, the Commi ssion
may amend a certificate of authority “upon application by the hol der”.
Under Article X, Section 7(d), of the Conpact, the Commission “may
attach to the issuance of a certificate and to the exercise of the
rights granted under it any term condition, or limtation that is
consistent with the public interest.” The Conmission has interpreted



Article X, Section 7(d), to permt the expansion of authority under
existing certificates even though not requested by the hol ders.?

In this case, where the transferee is requesting an expansive
anendrent of the certificate of authority being transferred, we find
t hat good cause exists to grant that request.?

W further find that as of July 28, 2017, applicant had
satisfied all conditions of Order No. 16,792, including the condition
that applicant submt evidence of the mininmum insurance required by
Commi ssion Regulation No. 58, which in the case of an unrestricted
certificate is $5 mllion.?

THEREFORE, I T IS ORDERED that Certificate of Authority No. 2183
shall be reissued without a seating capacity restriction to Freedom ||
Li mousi ne Services Limted Liability Company, 2409 Naylor Road, S.E.,
Washi ngton, DC 20020-4534.
